It U generally known to our readers that 


Mr. J. A. Clows has disposed of his interest In 
the harawam ImslneM to the »BW firm of QriB- 
woia& Lewis. Jns&ruuch ae Mr. Close la one 
the oldest merchants In Dooatur, having cast 
his fortunes in this city as early as 1863, when 
there were but WO people here and no brick 
buildings oi' any kind eicept the olfl court 
house which etooS on the old square, his re- 
tirement from active me>-cantile life is worthy 
of more than a passing mention. Mif. CJo«e, 
who JB now in the C5th year of his age, came 
herel'rom Albion, N.T., a young man full of 
energy and ambition anil determined to suc- 
ceed in the struggle of'life. In 1853, the year 
of his arrival, he found Hon. J. J. Peddeoord, 
WJll'ain T, Stamper and W. J. Condell In busi- 
ness here. These pioneer merchants with Mr. 
Close, and perhaps a few others, are still 
among us. It would bo well worth a day's 
time to hear these veterans got together and 
relate their experiences in dealing with the 
old-timers in early days. Mr. Close engaged 
In, the hardware trado with Horace Mo: ehouse, 
in a email square building then standing on 
tie corner of Franklin and Bast Main streets, 
whore Qrindol'e marble shop now Is. Close & 
Morehouse had but one end of the building, 
the dry goods firm of Parkinson & Eastman 
occupying the other. In those early days 
there wore no railroads in Decatur, and none 
nearer than Bloomiugton, from whioh point 
supplies for the Decatur stores had to be haul- 
ed in wagons in all sorts of weather In 1654 
Closed Morehouso moved.their stock into 
larger quarters, finding a suitable room on 
Merchant street, formerly a hotel. XMtood 
•where Freeman Bros, do business. Sub- 
sequently the hardware men built the large 
brick bullOing on E. Main street that has been 
occupied by Korchouse.. Wells & Co. for 
many years. Hero the firm enlarged their 
business and prospered until the great finan- 
cial crash of '58, when many banks through- 
out the country wont up the spout. Then Mr. 
Close sold out. However, in January, 1800, he 
resumed business again, becoming a member 
of the hardware firm of T. H. Alexander & 
Co., the location being at the old quarters at 
the corner of Main and Water streets, and 
there by energetic and honorable dealing he 
liae amassed a competency and now retires to 
spend the remainder of his days free from 
business cares, the owner of valuable Decatur 
property, 400 acres of fine land in Iowa, (in the 
centre of which tract la the flourishing rail- 
road town of Washburn), aud SO acres of Im- 
proved land in ' Iroquois county, this state, 
besides having a fat bank account at hie com- 
mand. 


Mr. Close is a typical pioneer merchant of 


Decatur. Be has seen the town in its infancy 
and he has witnessed ite steady growth 
from a band-lull of people until now It baa 
budded into a bustling city oi 15,000 inhabit- 
ants, with a bright future before it. Mr. Close 
has always boon identified with the business 
and moral welfare of the city, and has done 
what be could to make tne town what It IB to- 
day. [Though well along in years, he Is still 
jovial and active and takes a lively Interest in 
public affaire. Wo understand it is his inton-" 
tlon to continue to reside In Deoatur, tht city 
of his choloo, and it is probable that he may 
oft-times be found loitering about his old 
"stamping ground" at Griswold & Lewis' store.

The State Fair Meieting. 


The adjourned meeting of citizens active la 


the matter of adopting- meaiom looking to 
the subscription of. 115,000,' necewary to bid 
for the location oi the state,fair In Decatur for 
two yean, -was held at the city council cham- 
ber on Saturday .evening, with Hon. A. T. Hill 
a i chairman and R. K. Montgomery a* secre- 
tary. Th>?re were about K> citizens present, 
and some enthusiasm wn manifested. Chair- 
man Hill reported that (even supervisors had 
already signed the agreement to rote for the 
Ki.OOCI appropriation In case Decatur captures 
the state show, the money to be used in fining 
up the ground!. Mr. H. believed that the 
board would vote for the 15,000 appropriation. 
Dr. Walston and Franklin Priest, of the city 
council committee, reported that they had 
thus far failed to secure any pledge from the 
aldermen as to the amount tbs city would sub 
scribe toward the f 15,000 fund. Mr,'Priest did 
not think that the location of the state fair in 
Deoatur for only two j ears would do anybody, 
any good, except to the saloons and restau- 
rants. It permanently located ncro then the 
matter would be worth consideration. He 
thought the eipeiiso for the returns would be 
too heavy on the taxpayers. He declared that 
the prohibition camp meeting brought more 
people to Decatur at no expense to the citi- 
zens than the f«ir would. Dr. Walston an- 
swered Mr. Priest's cold water la!)t in a spirit- 
ed manner, and suggested that he be relieved 
from further service on the committee. Thle 
brought Mr. Priest to his feet again. ECe said 
he wa» opposed to the ehow for it would" bene- 
fit only the hotels and restaurants and in con- 
nection with the saloons would beacurso to 
the town. He afterwards said he was as much 
In favor of the state fair as anyone, only he 
looked at it in n different light from most peo. 
pie. Judge Baoe and Mr: Hill made speeches 
strongly to. favor of capturing the fair, and 
indicated the various ways in which the show 
would benefit the community in a financial 
sense. Aid. Muzzy also favorod the proposi- 
tion, and suggested that now was a good time 
to fix up the grounds In decent shape. I. It. 
Mills was in favor of the lair and would do all 
he could to secure its location hero. J. IJ. 
Uosse'r stated that he had seen the state fair 
held at Dccatur four years, and that he didn't 
know of any enterprise that had ever brought 
as many people or ae much money as the fair 
did. He was one of thosa not in favor 
of building a fence about the town and 
keeping the people out. Deferring to Mr. 
Priest's remark about the prohibition camp 
meeting not costing the citizens any money, 
the speaker stated that he now bad an unpaid 
bill for something less than 150 against the 
managers ef that meeting, and that he didn't 
propose to have the state fair stick him for 
anything like that amount. Theo. Nelson. Capt 
Eanan, Jesse Leforgee and John G. Imbodcn 
spoke In favor of i he fair. P. W. Hainos sug- 
gested that the .county had better fix up that 
ihaky amphitheatre, for in case it should fall 
and maim a lot of people the damages the 
county would have to fork over would far ex- 
ceed the co»i of getting the atato fair. Wm. 
Voorhles' motion that the different committees 
be requested to be active in raising as large a 
lubacription as possible was adopted, when an 
adjournment was taken until Tuesday even- 
ing, Feb. 3, at the counn'l chamber.

The London Ezploeion .Plot of 


16O5. 


The' infamous "Gunpowder Plot," 


with which the name of Guy Fawkes 
is associated, will be at once J sug- 
gested to every mind by the recent 
explosion in the city of London. The 
salient features of that event are as 
follows: "Upon the accession of 
•James I., contrary to the expecta- 
tion of the 'Komanists the several 
penal laws of 
Elizabeth against 


those of that faith "were again - pat 
into execution, The result was a 
plot hatched by Robert Catesby, and 
abetted by a number of other plot- 
ters and conspirators, to blow np 
with gunpowder the King, Lords 
and Commons assembled in Parlia- 
ment. Guy Fawkes, a soldier of 
fortune, thongb/of gentle birth, was 
admitted to the plot, and, with the 
others, took .an, oath of secrecy and 
participated in the sacrament ad- 
ministered by a Jesuit priest. At 
first a house adjoining the Parlia- 
ment House was taken, and aa un- 
derground passage partly completed, 
But this was subsequently relin- 
quished for a cellar directly under 
the HOUPO of Lords, which was en- 
gaged by Fawkes, who, being little 
known, passed for a servant. 


All was prepared by May, 1605. 


The cellar was filled with barrels of 
powder, 
carefully concealed, and 


disposed in such a fashion aa to ex- 
cite LO suspicion. It was necessary 
to await the meeting of Parliament, 
which was to take place November 5. 
Meanwhile a number of wealthy and 
influential persons had been admit- 
ted to the scheme, and had taken the 
oath. It was their not unnatural de- 
sire to warn and save their friends 
in the two houses, who were mem 
bers of the same faith. The day be- 
fore the opeiang, Lord Monteagle, a 
prominent .Roman Catholic Peer, re- 
ceived an anonymous and mysteri- 
ous caution against attending the 
meeting. The matter was laid be- 
fore the King, and a search held at 
midnight of November 4 by a magis- 
trate revealed Fawkes jast stepping 
out ftf the door. 
He did not conceal 


his purpose, but, though put "-to. the 
torture, refused to disclose the names 
of his confederates. A meeting of 
the conspirators was convened, and 
iu the hue and cry that followed all 
were either killed or taken. 
Those 


captured, eight in number, including 
Fawkes, 
were, after trial, drawn, 


banged and quartered iu January, 
1606. 


Fawkea is described by Jesuit ev- 


idence'as a man "of great piety, of 
exemplary temperance, of mild and 
cheerful dornnanor, an enemy of 
broils and disputes and a faithful 
friend."

Tbat IB Wnat Decatur Must Do—Will tbe 


County Give $5,OOO ? 


There was another general chat at the 


city council rooms last night about I be 
prospect of getting the state fair located 
in Decatur for two years. Chairman Fos- 
ter, of tbe soliciting committee, D. W. 
Brenneman, B: B. Montgomery, C. M. 
Hurst, Dr. A. 8. Waltz, Captain Kanan, 
Wm. Voorhies, jr., Hilton Johnson, J. B, 
Bntlard and others were present A port 
of tbe requirements of the state board 
were read. They refer simply to proper 
equipments of tbe grounds with balls 
and sufficient stall?, involving an estimat- 
ed outlay in Deoatur's case of 818,000 to 
320,000, and that a bond in the mm of 
$15,000 be filed with tbe secretary of tbe 
board aa early as February 1st. 


It was decided at the meeting to ar- 


range for a public meeting of citizens at 
the court house on Saturday next, and if 
possible secure a special meeting of the 
board of supervisor?, which body wilt be 
asked to make an appropriation of $5,000 
toward making permanent improvements 
at tbe grounds. Two years ago the board 
made this appropriation by a vote of 10 
to 7, and the railroads and citizens sub- 
scribed the remainder of the required 
Eum 
The old subscription papers are 


still in existence and no doubt the busi- 
ness men will renew their pledges if tbe 
county board will be liberal to the extent 
of 85,000. 


Chairman Hill, of the board, was seen 


to-day 'by a committee, but under the 
law he cannot call the meeting for this 
purpose. It must be done, if at all, by a 
petition, signed by seven members of tbe 
board. 
. • 


The railroad 'and other committees are 


at work and will probably be Eble to re- 
port at the Saturday meeting,

ter was agitated, the county board met 
and voted to appropriate 85,000 as fol-

isolated. 


Dr. Paaren had some difficulty with 


Lindley, who didn't believe hia horses 
had the glanders, and 'he objected vigor- 
ously to tho order that his farm be idle 
for sixty days; but the judgment of the 
state veterinarian in such casea is law, 
and for every violation the penalty ia $50 
to 8500. 


To-day Dr. Paaren visited the farms of 


Mnirhead and Damery, near Boody, to 
look at sick horses at those places. Ho 
will do everything in hia power to stamp 
out the disease wl.ich if not speedily 
checked will become very troublesome, m 
the county. The disease is incurable. 


Dr. Paaren Near Bandy,

Near Boody threu of J. F. Mciirhtad'p 
horses were killeil and the .harness and 
part of the stable destroyed; Louis Witts 
had'one horse killed, also two belonging 
to Harrison Graham, and one other, the 
property of Leo Parkins. J. E. Hill's 
burn was burned, (is it waa In it th«t 
Witts' horse was kept All the property 
destroyed was properly appraised and tbe 
state will pay the bill. There were killed 
in both townships 11 horees, and by di- 
rection of Dr. Paaren extra precautions 
will be taken to prevent a spread of. the 
disease.

Out of 171 precincts into 
which the city was divided, there 
were but seven at which were not 
violations of tbo election laws—in 
many eases, perhaps, through igno- 
rance, some from carelessness and 
others doubtless through criminal 
intent. It is to be regretted that 
those who appointed the ignorant 
and careless to important positions 
ctnnot be held responsible. The ev- 
idence would indicate that fraud was 
attempted or committed at every 
stpp as the eleotion progressed— 
fraud at registration, fraud at the 
primaries, fraud at the reception 
and at tha counting of tbe ballots 
and fraud at tbe final canvass of the 
returns, or if not fraud, its equiva- 
lent in neglect of official duty. Be- 
tween the vote cat>t for the state 
house appropriation and the vote re- 
turned for it, there is a deficit of 
90,000. While the appropriation of 
1100,000 for the police, by tbe re- 
turna given, was carried by a major- 
ity of several thousand, the actual 
vote shows that it was defeated.

onuses have served to eclipse the attraction of 
agricultural fairs. -In view of the unpromis- 
iog prospects for nn exh bitlou, ana of tho 
ruinous condition of the exhibition ground.it 
would seem idle to attempt to galvanize a dy- 
ing scheme into new lite. Tho attempt of 
some of our citizens to induce the State Agri- 
riculturul Society to hold tbo exhibition here 
this'year ia designed, unquestionably,-to ad- 
vance and promo* o the interests of nooatur 
and the surround ire country, but tho gnmo is 
not worth tbo candle. An expense of S15.000 
to T-20 000 must bo borno by eiime person or 
persons to repair the buildings, fences, &o., 
and defray tho Inevitable cost of alterations.

"VVilil Goose" Wlilcli 


livings Constant Desire Tor Chunge. 
That there is an clement of "wild 


goose" in the make-up of the Ameri- 
can farmer none nan deny. He is fond 
of selling his home and going sorne^ 
whore else to "better his condition," 
and so the farmer is soiling out, going 
West, moving into the next county, or 
"just bought a little nearer town," as 
tho case may bo, so that cv«ry twenty- 
five years there is an almost total 
change in the inhabitant? of many a 
Western town. 
A few old settlers 


cling to their homes and in doing so 
are in the main prosperous. Th.is 
rapid, sale of farms is more noticeable 
in localities whore property is rapidly' 
changing in value, and for a few dol- 
lars more than purchase money the 
farmer is willing to sell his old home 
and "go somewhere else." Is it best 
for the welfare of tho country that the 
farmers should be so ready to sell? A 
great many sell because their farms 
were "getting a little worn" and the 


buildings run down," and so they 


sold jtnd "bought a farm with good im- 
provements.. "Could get it cheaper 
than to fix up the old Tipme," is the 
argument. 
Between fixing up the 


"old home" and renovating the soil of 
the farm with a little "rest" and 
plover and the difference in price, 'don't 
you pay rather dear for the improve- 
ments? Can you solemnly say that you 
won't lot the new farm get worn" and 
,llow the buildings to get out of re- 
pair? There ie-no use in allowing the 
fa rm to get rim down or the .buildings 
to go -to ruin. It is the better and 
cheaper way to make a few improve- 
ments each year, to trim up and clover 
a lot each season, to string a half mile 
of wire fence every fall, and to keep 
the farm up to the standard. 
To sell 


a farm for forty dollars per acre and 
give sixty-five dollars for one fixed up 
means twenty-five 
hundred dollars 


for 
each 
one 
hundred 
acres 


sold 
and 
bought, 
a 
sum 
that 


would twice 
fix 
up 
any 
farm. 


We do not argue that the home farm 
should remain "fixed" in the family for 
generations, but once established the 
farmer should have a good reason why 
be should sell. The old home farm 
should be a permanent investment, 
and not traded or "dickered." The 
farmer, of all men, should be the man 
who is settled and far removed from 
restlessness 'of character. 
The boys 


may go West, to the city, to Congress, 
but there is a stability of the farm in- 
dustry, a bringing of great possibilities 
from the soil by continuous occupancy 
that can never be secured or attained 
to by a restless farm 
population. 


Don't sell the farm to get a better one, 
but take what would represent half- of 
the "boot" money and make the old 
farm the better, property. Don't sell 
the farm!— -Cleveland Herald.

about riches as other people do. Pos-

.-requisite resources of wealth constantly 
in their own hands. They are sure of 
(shelter, of food and of needful, cloth- 
ing; to toil and moil, pinch and screw. 
Starve .and deny, merely to be ac-. 
counted worth a certain, amount of 
money, is only wasting the precious 
term of life which might be used to 
far better purpdse." 


AVe will indulge in no moralizing on* 


the subJGCtfurthcr than to say that to go 
without in order -to scrape together a 
certain sum of money, and then to 
leave it behind without ever having the 
productive and enjoyable use of -it, is 
the folly of childishness itself. To pro- 
vide, with prudence and industry, 
against the accidents of life and the 
infirmities of possible old. agB, is of 
course every man's duty, ami .should 
supply the healthful stimulus to exer- 
tion; but to become a slave, to starve 
the higher and better nature, and to 
deny rational enjoyment to one's self 
and family merely to he reckoned worth 
so many dollars, is folly indefensible. 


A man on his own farm, 
well 


cultivated and kept, well stocked, 
with 
good 
modern 
dwellings 


and barns 
and outbuildings, mas- 


ter of both time and acres, tied to no 
hours by the call of bells or whistles, 
free to come and go according to the 
necessities of none but himself, mostly 
in his own fields and performing his 
healthful labors within sight of the 
smoke of bis own chimneys, is surely 
as rich in the genuine sense of that 
word' as any man can be. He has 
nothing to fear and' nobody to envy. 
Of one thing he' is sure all his days, 
and that is a sufficient living; and that, 
is what other men. are never .sure of1 
without a single pang of doubt or ap- 
prehension. There is his land; thpre 
is his home; there is all the animate 
and inanimate machinery of his estab- 
lishment; and for the rest he looks in , 
profounc' trust to the bounty of heaven. 


Instead of this unworthy and demor- 


alizing anxiety to get rich, if the ayer- 
'age farmer, once being solidly estab- 
lished, would resolve to enlarge and 
exalt his life as it is, to make more out 
of that, to enjoy as much as possible of 
'what there is to be enjoyed, to adorn 
and beautify his home—that only para- 
dise on earth—within and without, he 
;would find all bis daily tasks far easier 
•even to the extent of being delightful, 
he would feel rich where now with 
(more money ho feels all tho time poor, 
land he would rid himself of a false 
jtyrant in the form of increasing par- 
,simony thafj holds his nose to the grind- 
istone till he is flung into his grave. If 
farmers only knew it, they could easily 
jbe the richest men on earth.—Massa- 
chusetts Ploughman.

1'or several mouths a Kusulaa and 
two lingllsh spies have been at work In tola 
vicinity endeavoring to learn wbo was iu 
sympathy heic-Jwitb the English dynamiters. 
Pittsburgh lias for tl loug time been the 
(source oi a large revenue to the dynamiters, 
tfen In mills and mines .have been liberal In 
their donations for-the cause. At least two 
mon who are famous the country over, and 
who are worth millions ot dollars, nave 
furnished monuy In considerable sums. This 
id :i time of dliiflectkm and discontent 
among the worklngmen. There are at this 
time several thousand men In this country 
wlio would not atopnt anything which wonld 
carry out their ideas of the rights of poor 
men to the possessions of the rich. 
These men have fathered kindred spirits 
from Chlcutro, from the nocking Valley and 
the Pennsylvania anthracite and bituminous 
conl Holds; they bnvo been drifting Into the 
city tor a month or mure. Within the past 
three weeks from a thousand to Jifteen huu- 
dred guns and revolvers have been received 
by these men.

Some or tins was brought 
from other points and some made here by 
men who urc r.tOt doli)£ this hurt of work for 
the tlrst time. This dynamite Is stored in se- 
cret magazines known onlv to tlie lenders. 
The most feeling is ajtainst mlllown'crs und 
other capitalists. Severn! of these have 
been warned, or hove discovered thu condi- 
tion of oitaiM In part, and have notified the 
police. That there is an uneasy, restless 
feeling among them is so tru« it eau be read- 
ily proven. The police have not been idle, 
but they have no results as yot. 
lu this movement German, Husslan, Ital 
ian, Swedish, Swiss aud French Socialists, 
ana Revolutionists and Irish dynamiters 
have Joined forces. Tbere are joint inter- 
cuts to be reached here by Irish dynamiters, 
and English representatives, too, and they 
know It.

The bil 
makes it a misdemeanor for the warden 
governing board or keeper of a penal in- 
stitution in the State to contract for 
the labor of their prisoners. It provides 
that the men shall be pat to work aboul 
the institution or at trade*,, as the au 
thorlties may deem best. The articles 
manufactured are to be sold at public or 
private sale, tut not at less than the 
ruling market price. Twenty-flye per 
cent, ol the net earnings of the con- 
victs 
are
